Hy House bill 


59, amending the general ineorpore,- 
ion act, it is provided that village* 
hall hereafter elect three trustee* 
tnnually, to hold office for I wo years, in- 
stead of six aa at present, to hold office 
'or one year. 
The shysters came in for 


a share of attention by tbe repeal of tbe 
act of 1877, which prohibited persona 
not regularly admitted lo the bar from 
iracticing in justices',court*. Senate 
jill 159 provides 
for 
indemnifying 


owners of sheep for ravages committed 
>y dogs. The matter of assessing dog* 
ms heretofore been discretionary with 
county supervisors, but by thia act i* 
tnado mandatory, and tbe money so col- 
lected is to be used ass a fund to pay 
sheep owners for all damages luatainod 
by them by vicinus dogs. The amended 
revenue law adds twenty-five per cent, 
the taics on land forfeited 
lo the 


state, instead of ten per cent as at pre- 
sent.

to unpaid taxes of each year after the 
tirnt of May in the succeeding year, un- 
til paid, and given somo increased foree 
to tax titles.

The assessor shall, however, annually 
report all improvements or losses on 
land or lots. These additions or deduc- 
tions shall be noted in the gcnernl 
assessment. The act relating to banks 
pjovidc* that the officer of any bank re- 
ceiving deposits when the institution ia 
known to be insolvent, shall bo declared 


uilty of embeitlcmenl and punished aa 
felon: tho failure of the bank within 
liny dayn after tho receipt ot any 


money to be considered evidence of in- 
olvency at the time of receipt of such 
cposit. Thc most important bill re- 
atinu to insurance companies is that 
hicn provides that they shall not re- 


move suits instituted against them from 
he siato to the Toiled States oourU. 
Vn aitcmpt to do so forfeits their right 
o do business in tho state. The new 
iiililia, mortgage and interest laws art 
among thc bent acts of the session.

What is this article in the N, Y. Sun 


about the roads hauling stock at a thirc 
of a cent per ton per mile, on whicl 
they predict the speedy collapse of tin 
Wabash ? 


'•Now look at that map," said Mr 


Townsend, pulling a map out of hi 
pocket. 
"At Danville, Tolono, Decatu 


and Springfield, we strike roads leading 
directly to Chicago. 
The freight from 


Chicago cast is the same as from Tolom 
cast. 
If we get any business at all wi 


must do it as cheap as the roads tha 
haul it to Chicago. 
If they get a cent 


ft ton per mile on a hundred milo haul 
we have to do it for a third of a cent 
for we have to haul it three hundrci 
miles for the same money.'' 


'•And how do you manage it ?" 


^ '-Simply by greater economy. The 
C., H. it Q. haul fourteen cars on one 
train, we put on forty. 
Kverythhtg on 


the Wabash is run with the 
utmost 


economy. 
If the C., U. .t Q. had haul- 


ed freight as cheap as we did last year 
with 
their present rate of expenses 


they would have run a million dollars 
behind their present receipts, passed 
their dividend and then there woulc 
have been u row." 


"What is to bo the final result of al! 


this ?" 


The roads will have to conic down to 


the Wabash policy. The C., R. .t Q. 
have a good western connection on which 
they have hitherto held t'leir own tariff, 
but the time is soon coming when com- 
petition will force them down and they 
will have to submit tn the inevitable. 
Mr, Hopkins is doing now what nil 
roads will have to do within the next 
five years," 


'-How does this strike Chicago ?" 
"It hurts her. 
She is insanely jeal- 


ous of the Wabash. 
When our annual 


meeting was held and our reports were 
made, a full statement was handed to 
the ngent of tho associated press, and 
sent away.

THE CONDITION OF WOKEN. 


From the Weitminiter llerlew. 


The agei of animal passions, of mus- 


cular supremacy, of conflict with wild 
animals, of barbarian wars—in short, 
the ages of physical prowess, when the 
only ordeal wai one of muscle—belong 
indisputably to man. 
The subserviency 


of woman was one of the conditions of 
progress in those rude phases of human 
existence. 
But it does not fellow that 


this will always be the case. 
It is a 


generally recognized principle that the 
stepping-stones of one generation are 
likely to become the stumbling-blocks 
of a succeeding one; and Mr, Spencer 
even uses the argument of a presump- 
tive evidence against opinions which 
have arisen in a barbarous age. 
Le- 


giwe says: "The protracted subjection 
of woman proves but one thing, that the 
world so far has had more need of the 
dominant qualities of man, and that her 
hour has not yet come. 
\Ve have no 


reason to conclude from this fact that 
it will not come.'1 
And he forsakes his 


position with the following striking po- 
sition: -'How many centurion did it lake 
to produce this simple maxim of com- 
mon sense. 'All men are equal before 
the law!' 
The tardy advent of an idea, 


so far from proving its usefulness and 
fallacy, in often an argument in favor of 
its grandeur. 
The principles ot liberty, 


charity, fraternity, arc all modern prin- 
ciples." 
It remains for these princi- 


ples to become still further modernized 
by their extension to women as a part 
of the human family. Their coexistence, 
with certain curious "survivals" from 
the ages of muscle, supplies a striking 
example of the remarkable tolerance of 
the average human mind for incongru- 
ous ideas, provided thcseWcas have been 
nssncilted for a sufficient length of 
time. 
In Kngland, until the reign of 


William and Mary, women were refused 
the benefit of clergy, and in the time of 
Henry 
VIII an ' English Parliament 


prohibited the reading of the New Tes- 
tament in Knglish by women and oth- 
ers of low estate. The male Moham- 
medan to-day indignantly rejects the 
idea that tha female companion, nswell 
a.s hiraaclf, may have a soul. 
Anumg 


tlio Hindoos women arc still excluded 
from the advantages of reading and 
writing, and, with u few exceptions, the 
liigher institutions of learning arc every- 
where still monopolized by the mure 
Jiusculur sex. 
That these facts (gath- 


ered from widely separated ages and 
countries) harmonize- in spirit and prin- 
iplc, thus revealing a common origin, 
carccly needs to be painted out; the 
nws of heredity and descent arc there- 
ti conspicuously illustrated, and, as be- 
ween men and women, the age of mus- 
ic still exists.
